Research Note 

It is hard to determine if the above Elias E. Pinkard is the one and the same that married 
Elizabeth (KING) of the following records. Elias. ..if he had been born around 1820 would have 
been 18 years old when he married Sarah (J ONES) in Rutherford County, Tennessee on 28 
November 1838. However, some trees on ancestry.com list a slew of children with that family and 
even though in typical ancestry.com form, they fail to disclose the census data, I was not able to 
find the Elias E. & Sarah (J ONES) Pinkard family in the 1850 census with those children thereby 
eliminating him as the one and the same as our subject of interest. 

Logically, since Elizabeth (KING) was born in Washington County, Tennessee then you would 
expect their marriage record to be listed in the Tennessee marriages. However, this has not been 
fruitful, with the paltry list of records that are afforded by ancestry.com, including missing data, 
wrong data and so forth, locating the marriage record of our Elias and Elizabeth (KING) Pinkard 
is of vital importance. 

Since Elizabeth (KING) was 13 years old when her father moved to Polk County, Missouri, then in 
all liklehood, her marriage record is either in Polk County or one of the surrouinding counties. I 
don't think the Elias Pinkard of Rutherford County, Tennessee is the same as our subject but he 
could be. 

On Find-A-Grave, Steve Patterson posted thatan Elias E. Pinkard born Nov. 28, 1815 and died on 
Nov. 2, 1887 is buried in the P leasant Ridge Cemetery, Aldrich, Polk, Missouri, United States. 
What makes this interesting is the fact that he was buried as Elias E. which fits our Elias E. whom 
married Sarah (JONES) and was born according to other researches prior to 1820. 

If Elias E. Pinkard first married Sarah (J ONES) in 1838 and then after the 1840 census she died 
and he moved to Polk County, Missouri where we think he married Elizabeth (KING) who was 13 
years old in the 1840 census. For Elias to be living in Rutherford County, Tennessee in the 1840 
census and we can't find him in Polk county until the 1850 census, then maybe they were the 
same man. 
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Also, maybe Elizabeth (KING) was older than 13 and Elias married her in Washington County, 
Tennessee where her parents were living. Since I have not been successful in finding their 
marriage record in Polk County, Missouri, this leads me to believe they may have been married 
prior to their arrival in Polk County. 

The only way to determine this is, if we find Elias E. Pinkard in the 1850 census with wife Sarah 
(J ONES) Pinkard. Then we would know they wre two seperate individuals.

She had several volumes for sale would I be interested? I bought whatshe had atthattime and 
when I received Volume 1 of the now famous " Talbot Tree " published in 1982, 1 was amazed! 
Whatl discovered. ..not only was she interested in her Talbotfamily ancestors, but she was willing 
to print all types of documents relating to ANY Talbot ancestors, all you needed to do was to 
submit the information and she would publish it in one of her future volumes. ..free. She published, 
letters, census records, deeds, newspaper articles, pictures any and all kinds of Talbott related 
information. At the end of the book she placed a section called "Branches". This section covered 
different Talbot families of her readers. Through this section you could find related "cousins" and 
fill in the blanks in your family tree.

[1] The Black Hawk War was fought in 1832 in the Midwestern United States. The war was 
named for Black Hawk, a war chief of the Sauk, Fox, and Kickapoo Native Americans in the 
United States, whose British Band fought against the United States Army and militia from Illinois 
and the Michigan Territory (present-day Wisconsin) for possession of lands in the area. 
Governor of Indiana Territory William Henry Harrison negotiated a treaty in 1804 with a group of 
Sauk and Fox leaders that ceded lands east of Mississippi River "forever". However these leaders 
had not consulted their full tribal councils and other leaders objected. The oppressive white 
population of the region grew rapidly after the War of 1812 and this led to increasing tensions with 
the Native American population. Black Hawk led a group of Native Americans to the ceded region 
during the winters of both 1830 and 1831, which the Illinois governor declared an invasion. 
Federal troops were brought in, and Black Hawk's band was ordered to withdraw but refused. 
Hostilities began on May 14, 1832 when Black Hawk's band defeated militia at the Battle of 
Stillman's Run. The war primarily comprised a series of minor battles and skirmishes. A cholera 
epidemic severely reduced the manpower of the white American forces. The war ended with a 
decisive victory for the militia at the Battle of Bad Axe on August 1-2, 1832. While many Native 
Americans stayed in the area, most of their leaders fled; Black Hawk and eight other Native 
American leaders were imprisoned. Several white Americans, such as Abraham Lincoln and 
J efferson Davis, were able to boost their political careers as a result of involvement in the war.

The origin of this war dates back to 1804, when a band of Sac Indians wintered at St. Louis. That 
particular band of Missouri River Sacs agreed to sign overall claims to territory in Illinois, 
Wisconsin, and Missouri. The rest of the tribe did not support the agreement, and the tribe split. 
Unrest and other land disputes led to the Black Hawk War, when the Sac nation refused to comply 
with the 1804 agreement. The war was fought under the leadership of Black Hawk, a Sac warrior. 
He and his followers refused to move from lands around Rock River, Illinois, that had been 
transferred to the United States by treaty; around 1831, they began raids on nearby white 
settlements. The governor of Illinois finally called out his troops and Missouri joined in, fearing the 
warring tribes might cross the river into Missouri. In the spring of 1832, Governor Miller ordered 
2000 mounted volunteers to be raised and held in readiness. Two companies patrolled the area 
between the Des Moines River and the Chariton River in Missouri, and a similar force guarded the 
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western border. The Indians were defeated, however, and their leader Black Hawk captured, 
before Missouri troops saw service. Black Hawk was imprisoned in J efferson Barracks in St. Louis 
for a period.

Texas declared its independence from Mexico in 1836. The United States quickly recognized 
the Republic of Texas, but did not admit Texas as a state, due to controversy over slavery 
expansion. By 1844, though, annexation negotiations began, despite fear of war with Mexico over 
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the issue. Texas was formally admitted to the Union in December 1845. Skirmishes began in the 
spring of 1846 between General Zachary Taylor's troops, stationed on a disputed strip of land 
between the Rio Grande and the Nueces rivers, and Mexican troops gathering atthe border, 
intending to invade Texas. In April 1846, the Mexican government declared war; the United States 
Congress passed a war resolution on May 11, 1846, authorizing the presidentto call up 50,000 
troops and appropriating $10 million for the war effort. 

General E.P. Gaines, the officer in charge at New Orleans, feared an imminent Mexican invasion 
and requested troops from western states. Missouri sent 650 volunteers, but since Gaines was not 
authorized to raise the troops, his order was overruled and the men sent home. This regiment was 
known as the "St. Louis Legion." Governor J ohn C. Edwards officially called for volunteers in May 
1846; over 1,350 Missourians answered. Eight mounted companies were formed, each 
consisting of 856 men. J ackson, Lafayette, Clay, Saline, Franklin, Cole, Howard, and Callaway 
counties each fostered one company, known respectively as Companies A through H. 
Men from Cole and Platte counties made up a battalion of infantry numbering 145 men; St. Louis 
provided a battalion of light artillery of two companies (250 men). These troops, and the First 
Dragoons of the U.S. Army, made up the Army of the West, serving under General Stephen W. 
Kearny. Colonel Alexander Doniphan was selected as second in command. After Kearny turned 
west toward California, Doniphan led the troops to play a major role in several victories in northern 
Mexico. 

Missouri also furnished other troops, including the Second Missouri Mounted Volunteers and a 
separate battalion of mounted troops. They arrived in Mexico in September 1846 and were 
followed in J uly 1847 by the Third Regiment of Missouri Mounted Volunteers.

Several records and journals of military men have surfaced and some researcher's have claimed 
that our Benjamin Talbot is one and the same man. ..I would like to submit the following rebuttal 
with caution. 

On 11 September 1858, while attending a circus at Old Mines, Washington County, Missouri, 
Benjamin Talbot had a disagreement with Columbus Rosebury and allegedly murdered Mr. 
Rosebury. This has been reported by family members as a true story and court records validate 
this information. 

After his indictment for murder on 12 November 1858, as reported in court records, Benjamin 
Talbot left the area and allegedly joined the Confederate Army. His descendants reported he 
became a Captain in this army, however, after researching the confederate records, I found an 
abundance of possible Benjamin Talbots with spellings; B.A. Talbot, Talbert, Talbott and we, 
meaning other researcher's, can not find conclusive evidence of his military participation. In fact, 
none of the Benjamin Talbot's on record were a Captain in the Confederate Army. 

If our Benjamin Talbot was a Captian in the confederate Army, surely there would have been a 
record of his enlistment and mustered dates. However, researchers looking for years. ..long before 
I began my research into Benjamin Talbot in 1975, have found nothing about a Captain Talbot in 
the confederate files. 

Let's take a look at his family life. Feeling the pressure and persecution of the indictment and the 
subsequent reward for his capture in 1859, Laura left the Concord Twp, Washington, Missouri 
area and moved with her 13 children near Dents Station Post Office, Liberty Twp, Saint Francois, 
Missouri, United States area by the 1860 census. It is unclear as to why she moved into that area. 
It does appear she may have had a relative living there. Howeve, next door to her in the 1860 
census is a J ohn [24] & Martha [21]() Farris family. What relationship she had to him is unknown. 

Also, maybe Benjamin wanted a safe haven to visit his family and there was too much heat in the 
Washington County area, expecially after the reward was posted in Washington County. Their 
daughter Mary, had just married David Valentine Gibson and the area in that 1860 census was 
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loaded with G ibson families, considering another of Benjamin's daughters; Laura also married a 
Gibson in March of thatyear. So, itappears the Gibsons afforded some sort of protection for 
Benjamin's family. 

Benjamin had previously bought 40 acres in J efferson County in 1851 so we know he was familiar 
with the area. In order for the family to have moved from their homestead property which they 
owned to a strange place in St. Francois county they would have had to have a plan. 

The families' account after the move becomes void of disclosure and the next time we hear 
anything about Benjamin Talbot is reported in his son; J ames Carter Talbott's papers and his 
grandson; Rev. Albert Paris Missey's journal that Benjamin Talbot was home on furlough and was 
bushwacked and killed on 22 March 1865. Location is assumed to be near Dents Station Post 
Office, Liberty Twp, Saint Francois, Missouri, United States where his family was still living. 

After Benjamin's death, strangely his family moved back by the 1870 census date to Liberty Twp, 
Washington, Missouri, United States where they resided until his widow; Laura (FERRIS) Talbot 
died on 16 April 1879. 

This seems strange behavior to me because, the persecution againstthe family could still have 
lingered even after the death of Benjamin Talbot and I imagine that Rosebury's relatives may still 
have wanted retribution against the family unless all those involved had died or left the area. 

Without his service record, I can not give Benjamin Talbot the title of Captain. In fact, it is in my 
opinion, he may not have even joined the Confederate Army at all, I think the story was put out by 
his relatives that he joined the Confederate Army to getthe law off his back. 

In any case, because he left his family and is not recorded in the 1860 census with them, 
indicates he was on the lam and if he was hiding with them near Dents Station Post Office, Liberty 
Twp, Saint Francois, Missouri, United States area, then he would not have joined the Confederate 
Army until after the Civil War had commenced. 

Nevertheless, he disappears after his court appearence in 1858 and the Governor of Missouri; 
Robert M. Stewart puts outa two hundred dollar reward on our Benjamin Talbot on 8 J anuary 
1859. Also, in the reward decree, they list Benjamin Talbot's occupation as a gambler. This may 
be an indication as to how the circumstances of the conflict began with Columbus Rosebury. 
Benjamin may have had a disagreement with him in a card game. ..just speculation on my part. 

However, Benjamin left the area between his court appearence on 12 November 1858 and does 
not surface until his reported allegeded death on 22 March 1865. Maybe, the key to this mystery, 
lies in the local newspapers of Potosi, and possibly Farmington. 

There are numerous articles containing reports of a Second Lieutenant Benjamin Talbot who 
fought in the Mexican-American War.. .the article " MARCHING WITH THE ARMY OF THE WEST 
1846-1848 " by By Abraham Robinson J ohnson, Marcellus Ball Edwards, Philip Gooch Ferguson 
pub. 1936 by The Arthur H. Clark Company, Glendale, CA Diary of Philip Gooch Ferguson, 1847- 
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1848 p. 183 has numerous references of a second lieutenant Benjamin Talbot at J efferson 
Barracks on 3 J une 1847 and would indicate this man was in the United States Federal Army 
since the confederate army had not been formed yet. Several pieces of documentation has 
surfaced indicating this second lieutenant Benjamin Talbot of the Mexican-American War is one 
and the same our Benjamin Talbott of Washington County, Missouri.

Hepburn 
second lieutenant; and Benjamin Talbot, second second lieutenant... (Note: The company was 
called the 'Rough and Ready Riifle Company 1 . 

J une 5 . ... Wrote to [the] paper today by Colonel Brickey. Talbot, our second lieutenant, was 
placed under guard today for some words about the officers; says he'll resign. ... 
J une 21 . ... An election was accordingly held, without giving he men time to canvass the matter, 
and the result was the Colonel P. 0. Brickey, a priate, was eleted captain in place of J ones; 
Lieutenants Mulowny and Hepburn reelected without opposiiton; and Mclntire in place of 
LieutenantTalbot. ... Talbot got but one vote. ...AtColumbia I found the company in great 
confusion from the fact that the election held at Fulton was said to be null, Captain J ones still 
retaining command. ... 

J uly 18 . The only incident worthy of record that occurred on the march today was a flare-up 
between the captain and LieutenantTalbot... Today Lietenant Talbot had command of the front 
division, and some of the teams becoming worn out, had dropped behind; and the front division 
had got some distance ahead of the rear toward night... 

August 2 . ... Immediately after crossing, the captain had another quarrel with Talbot about his 
not keeping the company tgether, etc. 

October 12 . .. Strike tents and cross the river about 9 a.m. Camp one mile north of the little town 
of J oyita. About ten o'clodk Lieutenants Mullowny and Talbot, SeargeantCastleman, the three 
J ohnsons, Lester, and myself rode to town to see a Mexican ... 
November 21 . Having heard that LieutenantTalbot had a Mexican girl of great beauty at his 
quarters and was keeping her as a mistress, I went to his room, where I found her at breakfast with 
Lieutenants Mullowny and Talbot. This girl is but thirteen years old, has regular features, skin 
nearly white, light hazel eyes, and a slender form. Her appearance and manners are those of a 
child, and she does not possess thatvolumptuous beauty that many of the Spanish women do. 
While looking at her, I felt sorry for her situation, sorry that one so young should be so deeply 
engulfed in sin and vice.... 

November 25 . FirstSeargeantCastleman appointed seargeant major, Colonel Brickey first 
sergeant, and U. P. J ohnson second corporal in place of McCabe, who was reduced by order of 
Talbot for some blunder the latter made the other morning in guard mounting.... 
November 26 . ... Talbot, who went with them asked me to loan my horse. Upon my refusing to 
so so, he said he would force me and my horse both to go. I replied that no such a looking officer 
could force me without a regular detail, etc. For these words, which he considered disrespectful, 
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he ad me arrested, and for the first time I was put in the guardhouse. I as kept in only about half an 
hour, however, for Lieutenant Mullowny had me released as soon as he heard of it. I consider that 
this was unjust and tyrannical, and it will cause me to remember Talbot for some time to come. 
Mullowny and Hepburn assured me that they would prefer charges againstTalbotas soon as he 
got back. 

November 28 . Having been requested at various times by several of the mento draw up a 
remonstrance against the conduct of Lieutenant Talbot in living publicly with his Mexican whore, I 
wrote a short petition to Colonel Rals, staing that the company felt themselves disgraced by the 
conduct of their officer and caling upon him to use his influence and authority in having Talbot 
broke of his commission. This petition was signed by seventy-two men, several objecting on the 
ground thatTalbot owed them money 

December 1 . ... While I was making preparations to go with the latter party, Corporal Mahan 
came up and arrested me, having been ordered by Talbot to put me in the guardhouse. ... He 
replied thatTalbot had been looking for me and told me to go and see him. I did so, and Talbot 
said he had not wanted to see me; so one of them told a fib. I asked Talbot if it would suit his 
purpose to postpone my imprisonment till I get back. He said he had no objectiosn if the colonel 
would allow it. Mullowny and Hepburn then came in, and after the three had talked together for 
some time, Talbot told me I could go. 

December 6 . ... The reply of the colonel was that the charge was insufficient to break Talbot, tht 
he disapproved of his conduct, and appreciated the motives of the company; and he sentfor 
Talbot and administered to him a severe rebuke. Talbot, on hearing of the petition, made severe 
threats against the signers, threatening to put the whole company in the guardhouse. But not a 
man was frightened by such boasts or wished to recede from the step taken. 

December 15 Talbot dicarded his woman a few days ago, and Hepburn is nowkeeping her 

at his quarters. 

However, I do not believe he is the Captain Benajmin Talbot stationed at Camp Benton, Missouri 
as recorded in "War of the Rebellion Official Records" Series I, Volume II, page 682: Camp 
Benton, MO„ August 25, 1861, "Capt. Ben. Talbot: Sir: I am instructed by Brig. Gen. M.Jeff 
Thompson to call your earnest attention to the inclosed orders. He has heard with much 
indignation thatyou are carrying on an indiscriminate course of impressment, and thatfriends 
suffer as often as foes by your actions. He desires me to assure you on his word of honor, that he 
will hold you strictly accountable for your actions in these matters; or, to use his own words, "Tell 
Captain Talbot, by God, I'll hang the first man, be he private or officer, be he sworn in the service 
or not, who transgresses the enclosed general orders." J ohn M. Langan, Asst. Adjt. Gen., First Mil. 
Dist, Missouri State Guard" [end] 

The above Captain Talbot's dispositon is in harmony with the dispicable behavior of the United 
States Army Second Lieutenant Benjamin Talbot of 1847. Also, this Captain Benjamin Talbot is a 
Federal Union officer stationed atCamp Benton in S aint Louis (county), Missouri. 

Since Goodspeed says he joined the rebel army after his indictment, my hypothisis, why would our 
second Lieutenant Benjamin Talbot of the regular Federal army of 1847 join the confederate 
army in 1860? Our Benjamin Talbot was a property owner and living with his family in the 1850 
census atConcord Twp, Washington, Missouri, United States. Why would he go away and leave 
his family alone to fight in an unnessary war? 
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Remember, Goodspeed's article was written in 1888 long after the conflict was over. All the main 
player's were gone by then so it makes you wonder who gave Goodspeed the information? One of 
the major problems with Goodspeed's biographies lies in their lack of documentation, especially, 
who their source was for the material. Until you verify Goodspeed's biographies, you have to take 
their reporting with a grain of salt. 

Another article. .. Autobiography of Elihu H. Shepard . Pub. by G. Knapp & Co. - St. Louis, MO 
1869, p. 192, dated 1861 states the following; "On the Saturday after I had declined the 
acceptance of a colonel's commission, Captain Benjamin Talbot came to me with about twenty 
of his men, and offered me the command of his company to go and join General Price at 
Springfield, saying he would reign in my favor and serve under me in the ranks. He had been 
under my comman in Mexico, where he was a lieutenant and knew me well. He seemed greatly 
disappointed at not being able to induce me to accept the command, as his company consisted 
of over one hundred young men enlisted in my neighborhood. The next morning (Sunday) he took 
post in front of a small Baptist Church, on the sound end of my farm, and as the congregation 
generally rode their best animals there, he seized them as fast as they arrived and in that manner 
got possession of all the best horses and mules in the vicinitty of my farm and factory. Some 
objected to the proceeding, but he made the usual plea of tyrants, "military necessity", which was 
the only satisfaction he offered. This was the beginning of a series of robberies which were 
continued by both parties for the four following years in that vicinity. The following day he took the 
horse he had seized to my blacksmith shop in my absence, and compelled my blacksmith to shoe 
them all with my shoes and nails, and at evening threatened to hang the smith for saing this was 
"an act of bold robbery". He also took from my store all my ammunition, together with my shot-gun 
and apparatus." [end] 

There are several problems with this account. First of all, Shepard does not identify where this 
event took place. Also, indicating that he had previously known Captain Talbot when Talbot was a 
lieutenant under his command in Mexico, he fails to give any personal information about this man. 
This could indicate thatthis Captain Talbot was our Benjamin Talbot, because we have 
definative proof thatthe 2nd Leut. Benjamin Talbott of the Mexican-American War is our Benjamin 
Talbott of Washington County, Missouri. 

We know from previous reports thatthe man; 2nd LieutenantTalbot who fought in Mexico was in 
the United States army in 1847 and it appears this Captain Talbot he refers to above is in the 
confederate army in 1861. Once again, I am having trouble connecting with these Talbot men 
because military loyalty was not given lightly and men did not just change their commission from 
one service to another at the drop of the hat. Unless... the federal union army threatened to turn 
Benjamin Talbott over to the authorities because he was a wanted man and had a price on his 
head and/or the Confederates offered him a Captain's promotion if he joined their confederacy. 

Consider this, by 1859 our Benjamin Talbot had a price on his head and by what means of logic 
could he have blatantly subjected himself to capture or bodlily harm by parading around in a 
Captain's uniform for friend or foe to see. I think the smart thing would have been for our Benjamin 
Talbot to go underground and keep a low profile. Where is the wisdom of serving in the same area 
of Missouri that he was wanted for murder? Someone from the Washington County area could 
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have recognized him or one of Columbus Rosebury's relatives mightfind out where he was 
located not to mention every law enforcement in the State of Missouri was looking for him and he 
had a $200 reward on his head which, was a fortune back in those days! 

Another problem I have with all these Benjamin Talbot's and I can't imagine why other 
researcher's haven't found this strange, all these reports of Benjamin Talbot in these men's 
journals talk about a bold man who drew attention to himself with acts of cruelty and debachery 
which to me indicates strange behavior for a man who had an indictment for murder hanging over 
his head and was still using his indicted legal name... Benjamin Talbot!!! 

Most men, who would have had a reward and indictment hanging over their head would have kept 
a low profile and changed their name. The Benjamin Talbot who is portrayed in these journals, 
was a showman committing despicable acts and I am surprised he wasn't shot by his own men! 

Everything the reported journals says about their Benjamin Talbot indicates a man who feared no 
one, not even his own military leaders and committed acts of barbarism... if you believe the 
journals. 

At first I felt the family of our Benjamin Talbot had fabricated some of the military events to protect 
themselves from harrassing neighbors and authorities, but now I wonder. 

Here's what we do know... 

[I] Benjamin Talbot at the age of 37 was a military man who volunteered on 8 May 1847 and 
served as a second lieutenant in the United States Army in the Mexican-American War of 1847- 
1848. He recieves and honorable discharge on 25 October 1848. 

[2] On 1 J une 1850, Benjamin Talbot buys two pieces of property in Liberty Twp, Washington, 
Missouri, United States. 

[2] On 28 October 1850, our Benjamin Talbot is living with his family in Concord Twp, 
Washington, Missouri, United States. 

[3] On 30 October 1850, our Benjamin Talbot takes an Oath of Loyalty and verifies his 
participation in the 1847-1848 war. 

[4] On 1 J anuary 1851, our Benjamin Talbot files a bounty land claim verifiying his participation in 
the 1847-1848 war. 

[5] On 1 November 1851, our BenjaminTalbot buys land in J efferson, Missouri, United States 
[6] On 13 November 1852, our Benjamin Talbot buys 400 acres in Liberty Twp, Washington, 
Missouri, United States. 

[7] Benjamin Talbot was a family man, with 13 children by 1858 and a newly born infant. 

[8] He was a multiple property owner in Washington County, Missouri. 

[9] On 11 September 1858, BenjaminTalbot alledgedly killed a man at Old Mines named 

Columbus Rosebury and was arrested and appeared at court on 12 November 1858. 

[10] On, 12 November 1858, Benjamin Talbot pleads not guilty and was indicted for murder and 

held over for trial. 

[II] He escaped from jail. [With help, see Farris letter.] 

[12] On, 8 J anuary 1859 a reward of $200 for his capture was posted. Which was a fortune in 
those days!

Ruby, Thanks for your reply. Yes, I do not have fond feelings for Ben Talbott but not for the same 
reasons you may think. I am not his judge and can not judge him besides, he may have repented 
and therefore my feelings about him are mute. 

My concern was for his family. Throughout the period of the Mexican-American war his 
volunteerism was very unnecessary. He was already a land owner and had property and did not 
need to volunteer leaving his family alone, remember in 1847 Laura had 7 children with one on 
the way; my Cynthia was born in April of 1848. 

Other than a man's desire to get "away" from his duties and responsibilities of farm life and raising 
a family, I can see no other reason for his abandonment of his family for those years 1847-1848. 
After all, it wasn't a national emergency and he wasn't drafted at the age of 37! Going to war in the 
southwest country gave him an excuse to relinquish his responsibilities to his family and engage 
in uncontrolled behavior. Even his superior officers resented his activities on and off the battlefield. 
Let me tell you why I take this personal. I was an accomplished musician and played in many 
bands and nightclubs in St. Louis and even after I moved to Springfield, Missouri. I had written 
over 200 songs since the age of 13 and had written a musical. I was at the top of my field when we 
lived in Springfield and was good enough to be offered a road tour throughout the US at Holiday 
Inns and other resort locations. 

My full time vocation was owner and operator of an insurance agency but my first love was music. 
I had to make a decision when an offer came my way to join a touring band and play with some of 
the most talented musicians in the area. We were heading to LA for our next gig. But, I had a wife 
and three of her children from her previous marriage (13) (12) (11) and 2 of our children (3) (1) 
and I had to decide what was more important. .my pursuit of my dream or taking care of the family 
and giving my wife the support she needed raising 5 children, I decided my family needed me 
more than I needed to go on the road for long periods of time. 
I figured when my children had grown I would then go back to my music career and pick-up 
where I had left off. That happened in 1994 when my youngest, Crystal who was 16 at the time and 
a great singer and I played several gigs down here in the Sarasota-Bradenton area on several 
island resorts, but something I had not counted on happened. ..I was too old to enjoy the work and I 
was wore out after a few hours and after 2 or 3 performances, I physically couldn't take it. I had 
waited too long to chase my dream. 

Do I regret my decision. ..absolutely not, it was the right thing to do, however, Benjamin Talbott did 
not have the training I had received in my church on how to magnify my calling as father, husband, 
brother and son to those who love you and need your love. It was that training in my church that 
kept me focused and in harmony with my priorities as husband and father to my family, putting 
their needs and my responsibility to them above my own selfish desires. I am sure Benjamin has 
already learned that lesson and I do not need to judge him and he does not need to be judged by 
me. 

Therefore, I can not hold hard feelings against him, he did not know what he was doing to his 
family and my concern over these issues was strictly for the hardships his family suffered and had

File (Rev. War) #R3455 and reads, in part: 
State of Illinois - Franklin County: 

On the 2nd day of J une 1834 personally appeared J ohn Farris a resident of Franklin County, State 
of Illinois aged Seventy year ... that he enlisted in the year 1779 in Capt. George Brown's Company 
and served in 14th Regtof the Continental or Virginia line .. he enlisted at Louisa Courthouse state 
of Virginia and that he there joined the Regt which was commanded by Lt. Col. Slaughter... legally 
discharged atWilliamsburgh state of Virginia by Major Rusel and that he have a printed discharge 
he thinks bearing date of 1781 or 1782... that when he entered the service before mentioned he 
lived in the State of Virginia, Hanover Coutny and that he returned home and that in the year 1782 
volunteered under Col. Charles Dabney... signed by mark of J ohn Farris. 

According to the above Rev War document this would give J ohn Farris a birthdate of approx. 1757 
(if 18 age time of enlistment). He died after 2 J une 1834 probably in Franklin Co., IL. Atthe 
birthyearof ca. 1757, J ohn Farris may better fit the role of grandfather to Lucien and/or Laura 
Farris rather than the role of father.

Samuel was born circa 1726, the son of Benjamin and Hannah (Neale) Talbott. His parents died 
when he was young and he and his brothers were raised by their Neale uncles. 

Samuel Talbot was married in 1752 to Mary Magdaline Demoville, daughter of Samuel and 
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Rose (Neale) Demoville. Samuel Talbot's mother, Hannah Neale Talbot, and Samuel Talbot's 
mother-in-law, Rose Neale, were cousins. 

In 1756, Samuel and Mary Magdaline Talbot boughttwo hundred and two acres of land from her 
brother, Sampson Demoville and his wife, Betty, in Fairfax County, Virginia, for seventy pounds 
current money; and in 1759, they sold the land for eighty pounds to Richard Simpson. 

In 1767 Samuel Talbot purchased four hundred acres of land on Elk Licking Run in the County of 
Loudoun, Virginia; and in 1772, he sold the land. On 18 May 1774, Samuel Talbot of Fairfax 
County, VA bought three hundred acres of land in Fairfax County, for two hundred and twenty-five 
pounds current money. 

Family lore is the Samuel Talbot died at Valley Forge while fighting for George Washington 
during the Revolutionary War. He is said to have died 31 December 1777. 

In " Talbott Family History " by Presely Talbott, it is stated: 

Many of the men of the same area were known to be in the Revolution, friends of the Talbotts. 
December 6, 1777, the British advanced on Washington's army atWhitmarsh in the suburbs of 
Morgantown, having left Philadelphia. In the 8th, the British advanced and were attacked by 
Colonel Daniel Morgan and his rifle corps and Colonel Gistand his Maryland militia. Twenty- 
seven in Morgan's corps were killed or wounded. On the 9th the British retreated to Philadelphia, 
and Washington broke up his encampment atWhitmarsh and in the midst of deep snow 
marched to his winter quarters atValley Forge arriving the 19th. Samuel Talbotdied there twelve 
days later on Tuesday December 31, 1777. 

No official record has been found of his participation in the war; however on 15 J une 1778, Mary 
Magdaline Talbot, William Payne and Thomas Langston posted a bond of two thousand pounds 
"the condition of this obligation is such thatifthe above bound Mary, administrator of all goods, 
chattels and credits of Samuel Talbutt, deceased ". 

In the administration of his estate in 28 April 1779, Fairfax County, Virginia, Mary Magdaline 
Talbot received her dower's portion of her husband's estate which included several Negro slaves, 
a black horse, one bay colt, furniture, silver teaspoons, stone soup plates, Queens china and 
other household items and livestock.

Letter dated Apr. 4, 1935 from Presley Talbott, 1939 W. 78th St., Los Angeles, Ca. reads: "I would 
like very much to find outsome information concerning Samuel Talbott. He is listed as a captain 
in the 2nd Pennsylvania Regiment, in a list of those who received Depreciation Pay for 
Revolutionary service. My great great grandfather was Samuel Talbott of Fairfax County, Virginia. 
His wife was Mary Magdaline Talbott who died in 1791. Samuel Talbott died at Valley Forge, 
Pennsylvania Dec 31, 1777. He was wounded fighting in Washington's army possibly at 
Germantown Oct. 4, 1777. More probably in the attack atWhite Marsh, Penn. Dec 5, 1777. 
Tradition hands down the information that he was wounded and between the wound and the 
terribly cold weather at Valley Forge, he died Dec. 31, 1777. He was said to be 68 years old 
although I think 48 more likely as his father Benjamin made a will in 1726. 1 am wondering if the 
Captain Samuel Talbott of the 2nd Pennsylvania Regiment could have been the same party, 
possibly being transferred or may be he went to Penn and enlisted. Although I think it more 
probable he enlisted at Alexandria atthe commencing of the war. Any information you can give 
me will be greatly appreciated. He lived near Pohick. Also can you give me any information 
concerning a Samson Talbott who served during the whiskey resurrection. He came from either 
Fairfax or Loudoun counties in Virginia. I would like to find out where he enlisted from. He was 
discharged Nov. 24, 1794."

" TalbottTree " Vol 8, Page 4-6: 
Ottawa, Kansas Thurs. J uly 26, 1888: 

Mrs. KateT. Wallerman- Dear Madam, I have looked overall the letters and papers you have sent 
me, three of which I copied, if it is the fortune you are working for, it won't pay. If there is any, there 
is not enough of it to pay $1.00 a head for all the heirs that now live, of that prolific race. When 
J acob went down into Egypt he was 130 years old but his oldest son was only 60. When Moses 
took the 12 tribes out of Egypt 275 years after the birth of J acob's oldest son, there were almost 
three millions of them. The first 3 brothers Talbots came from E ngland about 1623, being 265 
years ago, so that if we increased only third as fast as Israel we number at least 1,000,000. 1 think 
you have enough to make a very respectable tree of our branch of the family beginning with the 
firstSAMUEL TALBOT, then his sons were DEMOVIL, SAMUEL, RODHAM, and SAMSON; there 
were a daughter or two, I think. You will ultimately have to drop the New England and the 
Maryland branches from your tree and confine yourself to the families springing from the first 
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SAMUEL. Better begin arranging them soon. I presume you have received the tree I returned to 
you with letters and an old picture of my brother taken in Boston 1853. It was then called a 
"Talbottype" from the name of the man who invented that style of a picture. Whether he was an 
English or an American Talbot I am not sure, but I think he was English. On Sept. 21, 1888 I shall 
be 69 years old. I suffer agonizingly part of almost every day. When the paraxism passes off, I am 
comfotable and I can work part of every day nearly but sometimes I can't do anything for a week 
or a month. The work I do is writing and studying, not manuel labor. As I cannot send you a 
photograph I send herewith a hymn which I composed for my funeral whenever that shall be. It is 
not a photograph of the body but is one of a soul that has long loved the Savior and trusted him.

Family tradition states thatSamuel Talbott died 31 Dec 1777 from wounds received 4 Oct 1777 
at the Battle of Germantown. At the time he was a resident of Fairfax Co., VA and married to Mary 
Magdeline Demoville who was born between 1728 and 1739 and m. ca. 1752. Her will was 
probated after her death J uly 2nd 1791, on Sept. 19 (Wills - p.22) 

The tradition that Samuel Talbott was wounded atthe Battle of Germantown October 4, 1777 
and that this wound together with the cold and hardships caused his death at Valley Forge Dec. 
31, 1777 has been handed down in all branches of the family. 

Mrs. J oseph Martin Talbott of Sonoma County, California recalled this story as recounted by her 
fatherinlaw, Coleman Talbot, 1809-1896, a grandson of Samuel Talbott II, born 1756, who was 
twenty one at the time of his father's death. 

Smith Talbott of Ottawa, Kansas, a grandson of Samson Talbott, who was ten years old in 1777, 
gave this information in writing on Nov. 1, 1887, long before the DAR or SAR were organized.

I give and bequeath to my loving daughter, Anna Talbott, one Negro boy called "Dennis" and one 
mare called "Fanny" and her riding saddle also two beds with their furniture and a bed quilt 
enclusive also one large trunk and two small ditto. 

I give to my son Demovil Talbott my large family Bible he having possessed the greatest part of his 
father's estate cannot expect more. 

I give to my son, Samuel Talbott, forty shillings Virginia currency to be paid by my Executors 
hereafter mentioned as a small proof that I have not forgotten him though he is far removed from 
me long since. 

The slaves that I hold as my dower, if I am insisted to dispose of them, I desire may be equally 
divided among all my children. 

It is my will and desire that all the rest and residue of my estate be equally divided between my 
sons Rodham and Sampson and my daughters Hannah, Catherine and Anna, and lastly I do 
appoint my sons Demovil Talbott and Rodham Talbott Executors to this my last will and testament 
revoking all other wills by me heretofore made given under my hand and seal this seventh day of 
Februaryl791.

Benjamin Talbott, born circa 1690, was second son of William and Katherine (Lewis) Talbott. 
He married Hannah Neale, daughter of Daniel and Ursula (Presley) Neale. 

Benjamin had inherited all of the land of his father, William, because he had an heir and 
therefore Benjamin's brother Samuel, relinquished his share of the land. In 1726, both Samuel 
and Benjamin died suddenly, about five days apart, probably from an epidemic, and Hannah 
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was left a widow withj four boys to raise. 

Benjamin is mentioned in his brother's will, written 16 December 1726 as receiving a "horse, his 
best suit of wearing clothes, and four chairs." 

Benjamin Talbott made his last will on 24 December 1726. 

It was just three years after Samuel and Benjamin died (in 1726) that Hannah, Benjamin's wife, 
died. The four boys: William, Benjamin, Daniel and Samuel, were taken to Fairfax County, 
Virginia to be raised by their uncles, the Neales. Hannah's estate was appraised and recorded 
in Richmond County 6 August 1729 as having a total value of between five and six hundred 
dollars.

The immigrant, Dr, Samuel DeMourvell (De Mourvell, Demoville, Damorvel, Demovil, etc.) is said 
to have been born in France and came to Virginia circa 1690 with his wife, the widow Hannah 
Lampkin. Hannah had two children by her previous marriage. 

He was a French Huguenot, (the Huguenots were a group of Protestants who were the center of 
political and religious unrest in France in the 1500's and 1600's.) 

An early record (circa 1693) in Richmond County, Virginia, shows: 

p. 86. Deed. J ohn Mewes "of Richamond County planter and Sinyere" sells to Arthur Notwell a 

cow calf, wit: William x Powell Sam'll Damounvill 

p. 88. Deed of Gift. Arthur Notwell "do freely and voluntarily" give to cozin Catherine Mewes the 
foregoing cow calf, wit: Wm x Powell Sam'll Damounvell 

Dr. Samuel Demourval was granted by patentfrom Lady Fairfax a tract of land dated 25 
November 1717, containing four hundred and four acres on the main south run of Pohick Creek 
in Stafford County (which became Fairfax County in 1742). 

One Westmoreland County, Virginia, record states that Dr. Samuel Dammarel owned one 
hundred and one books and twenty-three pamphelts. This was quite a library for people to have in 
those days. 

He died in 1723. His will was written 23 April 1723 and pobated in Westmoreland County, Virginia 
on 8 August 1723. It states: 

In the name of God, Amen, this twelfth day of April and Dmi 1723 in the ninth year of the reign of 
OurSoveraign Lord George by the Grace of God, King of Great Britain, I, Samuel Damourvel of 
Cople Parish in Westmoreland County being sick and weakof body but of sound and perfect 
mind and memory praised be God for it and calling to mind the uncertainty of this life on earth 
and being desirous to settle things in order before I be called hence do make this my last will and 
testament in maner and form following, that is to say, first and principally I recommend my soul to 
Allmighty God, my Creator steadfastly believing that by the pretious death and merits of my 
blessed saviour and redeemer, J esus Christ, I shall receive full pardon and face remission of all 
my sins and obtain ever-lasting salvacion and my body to the earth from whence it was 
taken to be buried in such decent and Christian maner as my executors hereafter named shall 
think fitt and convenient and as touching such motely estate as it hath pleased the Lord in his 
mercy to lend me, my will and meaning is thatthe same shall be employed and bestowed as 
hereafter in this my Will is expressed, and first I do revoke, renounce, frustrate and make void and 
of none effect all other will and wills by me hereunto made and declare and appoint this 
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my last will and testament. 

Item: I give and bequeath unto my well beloved son, Samuel Damourvel, two hundred acres of 
land to choose the same out of the four hundred and four acres of land I took up in Stafford 
County to him and his heirs forever. Also, I give to my said son six Negroes (viz) a Negro man 
called Billey, a Negro woman called Bess, a Negro boy called Dick, A Negro girl called Nanney, A 
Madegasker boy called jack, and a Negro boy called Sam to him and his heirs forever also a 
large black walnutt oval table and half a dozen high chairs, his choice of all my feather beds and 
furniture, to say Ruggs, blanketts, quilt and two pair of sheets, bolster, pillow cases and bedstead 
the bed is in; also my two guns, pistols and holster, saddle, bridle, brest-plate and crupper and 
sword, also my young bay hourse that came of Bonny called Flower, all my instruments for 
Chymurgery, with my books, Druggs and medicines, and all I have appertaining to Chymurgery 
and all my carpenter's joyners and cooper's tooles, two iron potts called five gallon potts, three 

pewter basons, four large pewter dishes, one pewter tankard and a pewter pott, my chest 

called Mr. Henry Rosses chest, ten head of cattle ten head of sheep, and all my wearing 
apparrell, linnen and woollen, to him my said son. 

Item: I give and bequeath unto my daughter Magdaline Rust one hundred acres of land being part 
of the aforementioned four hundred and four acres of land in Stafford County to her and her heirs 
forever also a Negro woman called J enny, also two feather beds to say one I have lent her and the 
other called her bed, together with all the furniture, ruggs, blanketts, quilts, and two pair of sheets, 
also a great brass kettle, one pewter bason, a dressing box now in her custody and all 
appertaining to said box and an other box called her box, a black horse called Prince, and a bay 

horse called Rainbow, three head of cattle and my chest, one linnen wheel and one 

woolen wheel two pair of woolards and a small black walnutt oval table. 

Item: I give and bequeath to my daughter Elizabeth Harrison one hundred and four acres of land it 
being the residue of the aforemenconed four hundred and four acres in Stafford County to her 
and her heirs forever also a Negro girl called Franek, a small square table with a drawer in it, also 
my large Bible also her choice of my feather beds and furniture not before bequeathed and 
bestowed and an iron pott called an eight gallon pott and my trunck chest, my horse called Ball, 
three head of cattle, one linnen wheel and one woolen wheel and a pair of wooll cards and one 
prized hoghead of stemmed tobacco. 

Item: I give and bequeath unto my loving wife, Hannah Damourvel, my Negro man, Tony and my 
Negro woman Pegg during her natural life and my will it that after her decease, the Negro man, 
Tony, descend to my daughter Magdaline Rustand the Negro woman, Peg, descentto my 
daughter, Elizabeth Harrison; also I give to my said wife my horse called J umper and my mare 
called Bonny with a side saddle and furniture, two feather beds to say one a truckle bed, the other 

_ corner bed with furniture thereunto belonging, also a square table, four cows and all the 
rest of my sheep not before bequeathed also my will is that all the rest of my personnal estate 
notyet given or bequeathed be divided unto fourequall parts; one to my son, Samuel; another to 
my daughter, Magdaline Rust; another to my daughter Elizabeth Harrison; and the other part to my 
dear and loving wife, Hannah Damourvel; also my will is that no division be made of my personal 
estate till my funeral expences be contented and paid; although there is a law that estates shall 
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be appraised yet my will is that my estate shall not be appraised nor come to appraisement but 
stand as it is. 

In witness whereof I, the said Samuel Demourvel, to this my last will and testament do nominate 
and appoint my dear wife together with my son Samuel Damourvel my sole Executrix and 
Executor of this my last Will and Testament revoking and disanulling all other Wills by me formerly 
made as witnessed my hand and seal the day and year first above written. 

Sam Damourvel (seal) signed sealed and declared in the presence of Ralph Elston, J ames 
Lamkin, William Bruce, J ohn Thomas. 

At a Court held for the said county the 31st day of J uly 1723, the last will and testament of Samuel 
Damourvel dec'd was presented into court by Samuel Damourvel one of the Executors who made 
oath thereto and being proved by the Oaths of three of the witnesses thereto is admitted to record, 
but for that the other Executor in the said Will nominated did not appear, the probate thereof is 
respited till the said Executor accept or refuse the executorship according as the law directs. 
Recorded: 8 August 1723.

Richard Neale, b. 1682, was the son of Christopher and Hannah (Rodham) Neale. He married 

Dorcas Spence, daughter of Alexander Spence and his Wife of Westmoreland 

County, Virginia. 

Dorcas Neale died before 1712, and there is a record in Northumberland County in which the 
estate of of her brother, Patrick Spence, was divided between his sister, Mary Spence and the 
children of his two sisters, Elizabeth and Dorcas, both of who had died previously. Richard Neale, 
husband of Dorcas, is also mentioned in the will. 

Richard Neale was a scale and weightagentto the Crown in 1714. He was a J ustice of the Peace 
in 1714, 1726 and 1729. He was a Major in the Virginia Militia and a member of the House of 
Burgesses 1712-1714. 

After Dorcas died, Richard married Hannah Shapleigh. He died in 1729 and his will was probated 
19 February 1729 in Northumberland County it reads: 

In the Name of God Amen, I, Richard Neale of Northumberland County in Virginia being in perfect 
and sound mind and memory thanks be to God, do make this my last will and Testament in a 
manner following. First, I bequeath my Soul to God and my body to the Earth to be decently buried 
at the discretion of my Executors hereafter named. 

Item: I give and bequeath to my son, Shapleigh Neale, my plantation and lands in the forrest 
containing four hundred and eleven acres be the same more or less and also a small piece of 
land about three acres more or less lying upon Knights former Landing Nearthe Head of Ware 
Creek to him my said Son, Shapleigh and his heirs of his body lawfully to be begotten forever. 

Item: I give and bequeath to my son, Richard Neale, all that parcel of land transferred to me by 
J ohn Way being about one hundred and three acres to him and his heirs forever also one feather 
bed and furniture. 

Item: I give and bequeath to my loving wife, Hannah Neale, my plantation I now dwell on that I 
purchased form J ohn Gonch being about one hundred and thirty acres more or less to her heirs 
forever. 

Item: I give to my Daughter, Rose Demovell, twenty shillings current money. 

Item: I give to my daughter, Dorcus Smith, one negro boy called Matthew to her and her heirs one 
thousand pounds of tobacco and twenty shillings current money. 

Item: I give and bequeath to my daughter, Suvannah Neale, one Negro boy called Sammy to her 
and her heirs also one cow and her increase one good featherbed and furniture, one pot, one pan 
Iron, one good stear, two good hoggs, one table cloth, six napkins, two dishes, six spoons, six 
plates, one good suit of cloaths and twenty shillings current money and my will is that my daughter, 
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Suvannah, One spining wheale and four good sheep. 

Item: I give unto the child my wife now goes with whenever it please God it comes into the World 
my Negro boy named J ack and to its heirs. 

Item: My Will is that my estate be not brought to an appraisment. 

Item: I give to my wife, Hannah Neale, my Malatto Girl called Sella and to her heirs. 

Item: I give to my loving wife, Hannah Neale, four Negros, Dick, Nanny, Potnxante and Great Moll 
to her and her heirs as also a one third part of all my stock of Cattle and all sorts of other living 
creatures not already given and also one half part of all my household stuff not alreadt given. 

Item: My Will is that if my Wife goes from my will to her thirds thatthen and in such case I give the 
land which I before have given her to my son, Richard Neale and his heirs and the four 

Negroes and what else of the other things given her I give the same to my son, Shapleigh Neale, 
and to his heirs, but if my loving wife does hold to my will and is contented with what I have given 
her, then my will and desire is as before that she hold and enjoy the before mentioned piece of 
land, Mollatto, four Negroes and all other stock and household goods to her and her heirs forever. 

Item: I give unto my Son, Shapleigh Neale, five negroes: Robin, Peder, Little Moll and a child 
named William. All other my estate of all sorts not already mentioned, I give to him and his heirs 
forever. 

Item: My will and desire is that my Son, Shapleigh Neale, be brought up in England atthe 
Discretion of my Executors hereafter named to be a preacher of the Gospell according to the 
Doctrine of the True Established Church of England or else a Doctor of Physick according as his 
genious and estate will admit. 

Item: My will and desire is also in like manner that my son, Richard Neale, be bred up to the Sea to 
be a Marriner. 

Item: My will is that my Negroes be kept together for two succeeding years after my decease for 
the better paying and satisfying my just debts and dues of all sorts. 

Item: I give to Thomas P itmer five pounds current money. S econdly, I appoint my loving wife, 
Hannah Neale and my friend named Thomas Pitman, whole and sole Executors of this my last 
Will and Testament and do desire my good Friend named Thomas Edwards to be my Governor 

and Trustee to that this my last will be punctually performed in willingness to I have set my 

hand and seale this 2nd Day of J uly 17__.

It is not known, at this time (1983), when our Talbott ancestor immigrated to the New World. A 
Samuel Talbott is mentioned in the Minutes of the Virginia Council and General Court, 1622- 
1624 as "(D)ept fr Sam: Talbott of 59" tob of which he had lost Mr Benets noa(t)." Another 
reference in the Court of J ames Citty the 12th of J anuary 1626 is "Benjamin Drury & Samuel 
Talbott I desire you to goe with Henry Woodward to Warosquoyacke, & to remaine w'th him 
there, till you here further fro' your master Mr. Stone out of England." 

A William Talbott, age fourteen, was transported from London to Virginia in August 1635 on the 
"Globe." And in " Cavaliers and Pioneers: Abstracts of Virginia Land Patents and Grants " 

there are listed William Talbotts as being transported to Virginia in four different instances: in a 
land grant to Capt. Henry Fleete dated 1 August 1652; in a land grantto Edward Coles dated 
10 October 1652; in a land grantto Toby Smith dated 10 J une 1657; and in a land grantto Lt. 
Col. Thomas Goodrich in 1662. (Some times land grants were issued several years after 
persons arrived in America and it could be that four different persons (Fleete, Coles, Smith and 
Goodrich) all claimed the same William Talbott in order to obtain more land.) 

The Maryland Archives contains records of a long bitter lawsuit over the ownership of Kent 
Island in Chesapeake Bay. William Claiborne of Virginia cliamed ownership of the island as a 
gift from the crown, but Lord Baltimore claimed the island as part of his Maryland holdings. A 
William Talbott had apprenticed himself (for passage to America) to work in a factory making 
wine casks on the Island of Kent in a business belonging to Cloberry & Company of 
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England whose manager of shipping was Captain Henry Fleete. The Maryland records show 
that about thirty men who had testified for Claiborne against Lord Baltimore fled the island and 
tinat William and J ohn Talbot were taken off the island by Capt. Henry Fleetin the Cloberry ship 
to Lancaster County on the north side of the Rappahannock River in 1652. 

A William Talbottof Rappannock County, Virginia is said to have married Mary Sharp prior to 
1676 and to them three sons were born: William who married Katherine Lewis, J ohn and 
Thomas. (See William Talbot and Katherine Lewis for the rest of the information)

Lieutenant Daniel Neale was our immigrant Neale ancestor. He and his wife, Elinor, were 
transported to Virginia in 1653/4. 

Records show that he purchased two hundred and fifty acres of land in Northcumberland 
County, Virginia in 1656 and three hundred more acres in the same county in 1661. It was 
located on the branches of Aquintanis Swamp adjoining land of Captain William Claiborne 
and Anthony Harris. Lieutenant Daniel Neale held the honorable post of Constable of 
Northcumberland County. 

Witchcraft was prevalent in Virginia as well as in Massachusetts during this period, and one 
of our Neale ancestors was accused of witchcraft in the following account: 
... The story starts on board a vessel at sea, bound home to the Northern Neck from a trip to 
the Barbadoes. ("I, Edw: Le Breton deposeth that being aboard of our ship & Mr. Edward 
Cole talking then and there of severall persons & among all ye rest of Mrs. Neall-Hannah 
Rodham, daughter of Matthew Rodham and wife of Christopher Neal.") 

Edward Cole told of "a certyne time some years past" when there grew difference" between 
himself and the family of Hannah N ea II. "She then, made a kind of prayer that he nor none of 
his family never prosper and shortly after, his people fell sick & much of his cattle dyed." 

When Edward Cole arrived home from the Barbadoes, he found his wife ill and the "suspition 

of Docotrs , & others was that his wife was under an ill tongue, & if it was soe he 

concluded yet it was Mrs. Neall by reason of imprecations made by her & yet indeed he 
thought soe," and "he did accuse Mrs. Neall of italsoe." 

Edward Cole was greatly troubled. If Hanna Neall could do this much, she could do worse 
things. He was almost "beside himself with fear and worry when he remembered the 
horseshoe nailed over the threshold. It was there to keep off withces. If he could induce 
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Hanna Neall to cross over the horseshoe he could find out once and for all if she was a 
woman or a witch. 

And so it came about that Edward Cole at "a certyne time sentfor Mrs. Neall to come to see 
his wife." 

When she trod on the threshold, brushed the horseshoe with her skirts and entered the 
room, nothing happened. 

Hanna crossed to the sick woman, knelt beside the bed and "shee prayed so heartily for 
her" that Edward Cole believed in her sincerity. 

It was in this way that Hanna Neall was saved from being banished from the county, or from 
lashes at the whipping post, or from the ducking "stoole" at Northcumberland County court 
house, down in Hull's Neck. Saved by a horseshoe and a prayer! 

And Edward Cole straightened matters out with the following statement: "I, Edward Cole, doe 
acknowledge ytye words which I did speake concerning Mrs. Neall as tending to defame 
her with the aspersion of being a witch, were passionately spoken."

In 1634, Matthew Rodham, age fourteen, came to William Claiborne's colony on Kent Island in 
Chesapeake Bay. 

Because of the disput between William Claiborne of Virginia and Lord Baltimore of Maryland over 
the ownership of Kent Island, the persons supporting Claiborne were forced to flee, and Matthew is 
next found in the records of Northumberland County, Virginia. A record there, dated 20 September 
1653, states his age as "thirty-three orthere-abouts." 

He was married to Elizabeth . The following records seem to pointto the fact that 

her surname could have been Lee, and that she could have been the daughter of Hannah and 
Hugh Lee, a prosporous plantation owner. 

One record of Northumberland County, Virginia dated 8th November 1651 states that Mrs. Hannah 
Lee gave Matthew Rodham a cow for the use of his daughter, Hannah, to be delivered to Hannah 
when she was sixteen. If Hannah died, the cow was to be given to the next child of Matthew and 
Elizabeth Rodham. From this record it would indicate thatthe daughter of Matthew and Elizabeth 
named Hannah was born about 1651 and named after Hannah Lee, perhaps her grandmother. 

Another record states that Matthew Rodham immigrated in 1634. He was the "son-in-law" of 
Hannah Lee, wife of Hugh of Chicacone in Virginia. And in a deed in 1666 by Matthew Rodham, he 
gave the Hugh Lee Plantation of three hundred ninety-three acres to his daughter, Hannah Neale, 
wife of Christopher Neale. 

Hannah Lee had been married to Robert Huite (Hewitt) prior to her marriage to Hugh Lee, so it is 
possible that Elizabeth, wife of Matthew Rodham, could have been Hannah Lee's daughter from 
this previous marriage. 

Matthew Rodham was a J ustice of the Peace in Northumberland County and served on the Vestry 
of Chicacone Parish 1671/2. He died in 1674.

Richard Thompson was born in 1613 in Norwich, Norfolk Co., England. He was a cousin to 
William Claiborne of Kent, England, who had trading interests and land on Kent Island in the 
Chesapeake Bay. 

Richard Thompson began working for William Claiborne atthe age of eighteen. After working for 
him from 1631 to 1634, he became a freeman and as such traded for beaver with the Indians in 
the Bay area on his own. 

Richard acquired a considerable estate on Kent Island. A Maryland record dated 6 Nov 1640 
states: "Richard Thompson, Lord of Thompson's manor, 1430 acres on Kent Island was 
surveyed." When the dispute between William Claiborne and Lord Baltimore broke out, Richard 
Thompson was forced to leave the island; he then settled in Nothumberland County, Virginia. 

Maryland records show that he married Ursula Bishe (Bysshe), the daughter of Philip Bishe, a 
merchantfrom Bristol, England on 24J une 1641. Since there are no records aboutPhilip Bishe in 
the colonies, it is probable that he traded in Virginia but lived in E ngland. 

Richard Thompson died in Northumberland County, Virginia, inl649. His wife then married Col. 
J ohn Mottrom, and at his death she married Major George Colclough. A record, dated 20 
November 1658, states "George Colcough who married Ursula, widow of Col. J ohn Mottrom, who 
married the relict of Mr. Richard Thompson" was appointed guardian of Thompson's 
children. 

A deed dated 25 March 1649 and recorded in Order Book 1658-1666, Northumberland County,

RICHARD THOMPSON is described in the Maryland Archives (Vol V. 294), as born in the City of 
Norwich, Norfolk Co., England about the year 1613. He was forthree years a servant of William 
Claiborne on Kent Island (1631-1634). After that time being 21 years old, he traded as a free man 
with the indians for beaver on his own account and appears to have acquired a considerable 
estate. He was agent forThome Stegge and William Claiborne, and when the latter in 1644, was 
proclaimed an enemy by the Maryland Council, RICHARD THOMPSON was denounced also. 
He fled, like many other Marylanders to Chicacone, and died shortly after, 1657, when his widow, 
URSULA, married JOHN MONTTROM, and after his death she married Major GEORGE 
CLOCLOUGH. Northcumberland County Records have: Feb 25, 1655-56 

"Mr. GEORGE CLOCOUGH, who married the widow and relict of Col. J OHN MOTTROM;"

MOTTROM, who married the relict of Mr. RICHARD THOMPSON," appointed guardian of 

THOMPSON'S children. Sept. 1657, deed of GEORGE COLCLOUGH and URSULA, his wife, and 
ELIZABETH THOMPSON. Ded 15, 1657. THOMAS WILLOUGHBY and SARAH his wife, and 
ELIZABETH THOMPSON, their deed for land patented by RICHARD THOMPSON; and there is a 
power of attorney dated Feb 20, 1663, from Thomas Willoughby "to our loving brother, Mr. 
Issac Allerton," whose first wife was ELIZABETH before 1652. An ELIZABETH WILLOUGHBY was 
among the headrights to THOMAS WILLOUGHBY in a grant of land. The son of Col. Allerton was 
WILLOUGHBY ALLERTON. In the Norfolk county records, there is a reference, in 1661, to 
Mr. GEORGE COLCOUGH, who married the relict of SIMON OVERSEE. She was ELIZABETH, a 
daughter of Captain Adam Thorowgood as Anne, the wife of J ohn Chandler, calls her "sister". After 
the death of Colcough about 1662, Allerton married the widow, ELIZABETH THOROWGOOD, 
having lost his first wife in the meantime.

Foras much as I, DOMINICK RICE, have been most villainously and notoriously active in ye late 
horrid rebellion (raised and set on foot by Nathaniel Bacon ye younger) to ye great dishonor of 
God, manifest contempt of ye known lawes of England & ofthis Collony of Virginia, and ye 
partarbacon of ye peace, wellfaire & safety ofthis Collony of Virginia and matters leige 
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people within ye same &to ye evill example of my fellow subjects, now I, the said DOMINICK 
RICE, doe humbly, hartely, unfeignedly, & penitently confess & acknowledge my said horrid, 
villainous, rebellions & treasonable practises, and humbly, hartely & unfeignedly (in 
obedience to an act of mercy established atye last Assembly). Crave pardon of Almighty God, the 
King's most Excellent Mayor his most sacred governour & all other subordinate officers & other my 
fellow subjects within this Collony for such my horrid transactions and rebellions. And doe fully & 
absolutely resolve with myself (humbly desiring assistance from God Almighty) never more to 
committ perpetrate, countenance or in any wayes or meanes to be Assisting, or adhering to the 
like. And Doe desire this Recognition may be recorded. God save the King Domi: Rice 

Bond entered into by Dominick Rice, J ames Crane & Richard Rice in accordance with the above 
apology.

Thomas Youell, J r. of Cople Parish, Westmoreland County, Virginia, was son of Thomas and Ann 
Thurman Youell. 

He became a major in the Virginia Militia in 1680; a Burgess from Westmoreland County in 
1685/6, 1688, and 1693; a member of the Commission of Peace, 1672/3; and a J ustice in 1682. 
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He married Anne Lee, daughter of Colonel Richard Lee, the first of the "Lees of Virginia." A deed, 
dated 23 J une 1673 states that Anne and her husband, Capt. Thomas Youell relinquished all 
claims to any share in Colonel Lee's estate. 

Westmoreland County records indicate that horse racing was a popular sport in colonial Virginia 
and thatThomas Youell was an active participant. In "Social Life in Virginia in the Seventeenth 
Century", Philip Alexander Bruce states: 

Some years previous to this race (held in 1695) one had been run on the Coan Race Course 
between the horse of Mr. J ohn Stone of Rappahannock County and the horse of Mr. Yewell of 
Westmoreland. The stake amounted to ten pounds sterling, or to two hundred and fifty dollars in 
our present currency. That this race was not simply a private trial of speed in which only the 
jockeys and owners of the two horses were present is shown by the fact mentioned in the recordof 
the event that there were many people in attendence as spectators. Mr. Stone's horse carried off 
the wager, but it was only after a suit that Mr. Yewell consented to make payment. Mr. Yewell, who 
was deeply interested in this branch of sport, appeared again and again in the courts either as 
plaintiff or defendant in dispute as to the winning or loss of stakes. In 1688, a very important suit 
was tried before the justices of Westmoreland County involving a number of races in which J ohn 
hartridge and J ohn Washington, on one side, and J ohn Baker and Yewell, on the other, had 
participated. After all various evidences for and against had been formally presented the jury left 
court room and proceeded to the race track, which they examined with great care in order to 
obtain a more intelligent understanding of the testimony which they had just heard. But, 
nevertheless, they were unable to agree on a verdict. When the court was informed of that fact, the 
sheriff was ordered to keep them in confinement without bread, drink, candle, or fire until they 
should reach a decision. 

Major Thomas Youell lived on Nomini River on lands he patented. His first patent was "Bushfield" 
which later became the home of George Washington's brother, J ohn. Thomas Youell's next patent 
was for nine hundred fifty acres at Mt. Holly. His home, "Liberty Hall," still stands on Virginia Route 
202 near Nomini Church outside Templeman, Virginia. The original ediface, built over the graves 
of Thomas and Anne Lee Youell was plundered and burned by the British during the War of 1812. 

Major Thomas Youell, Gentleman, died in 1695; his will was probated 29 may of thatyear in 
Westmoreland County, Virginia: 

In the Name of God, Amen, I, Thomas Youell, of the Parish of Cople in the County of 
Westmoreland in Virginia, Gentleman, being sick and weak of body but in sound and perfect 
memory, bless be God for it, make this my last will and testament in manner and form following, 
hereby revoking all former wills, written or unwritten by me dated this 7th day of December 1694. 

Impres: I bequeath my soul to God that gave it hoping by the merits of my Saviour J esus Christ it 
shall at the last day be untied to my body and glorified, and my body, I will be decently buried at the 
discresion of my Executors hereafter named. 

Item: I will that all my just debts be justly paid. 
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Item: I give to my dear and loving wife, Anna, all my personal Estate of whatnature and quality 
soever, as servants, slaves, Horses, cattle, sheep, hoggs, household stuff and all utensels to me 
belonging, that shall belong to me in my lifetime for and during her natural life. 

Item: I give my said wife, Anna, all that tract of land whereon I now live for and during her natural 
life by estimation nine hundred and fifty acres of land more or less, and after her death I will the 
said land to my grandsons Youell English, Youell Watts and their heirs. 

Item: I give and bequeth two-thirds of the said personal estate before mentioned to my three 
grandchildren: Youel Watts, Youel English, and Thomas Spence to be delivered to them after the 
death of my said loving wife and not before. 

Item: I give to my grandson, Youell Watts, the ocupation of any part of that land whereon my 
Daughter Watts now liveth excepting what shall be laid out for my daughter's thirds, and I will that 
he seat himself thereon at the age of eighteen years and not before, all which tract of land I give 
and bequeath to my grandson Youell Watts and his heirs forever after the death of my daughter, 
Ann Watts, and not before. 

Item: I give and bequeath to my grandson, Thomas Spence, one mocity (sic) of the lands I bought 
of Staasson to him and his heirs forever, to possess the said lands at the age of eighteen years 
and not before, and the other half of the said division having been formerly made over in the fee 
simple of it to my Daughter Spence in Westmoreland Court. 

Item: I make my said loving wife my sole Executor of this my last will and testament. In witness 
wherefor I have hereunto put my hand and seal the day and year written above.

Thomas Youell, our immigrant ancestor, was born in 1615 in the Parish of Wilbarsonne, 
Northamptonshire, England. He came to Kent Island in America with about one hundred other 
men to work for William Claiborne who founded a trading post on Kent Island in 1634. 

A desposition taken from Thomas Youell in 1640 stated that he arrived in 1634 and that: 

Atone tyme especially himself and foure other men in the Shallop "Start" had been sett on by 300 
or 200 Indians atChaptanck like to be taken by them unless God had wonderfully delivered them. 

Because of the legal battle between William Claiborne and Lord Baltimore over the ownership of 
the Island, Thomas Youell fled with others to St. Marie's in Maryland and subsequently to 
Chicacone in Virginia. The men who fled from Kent Island would cross the Potomac River at night 
and raid the plantations in Maryland, making itas unpleasantas possible for Lord Baltimore. 

Thomas Youell was mentioned in several Maryland Wills. Henry J ames' will of 23 Sep 1646 gave 
Thomas Youell his house and plantation; nicholas Porter's will, probated 25 Sep 1646, gave 
Thomas Yoeweel's eldest son and daughter personal items; Thomas Kendall's will, probated 9 
Nov 1646, gave Thomas Youell in trust for his three children residue of his estate. 

Thomas Youell became a prominent citizen in Westmoreland County, Virginia. He acquired 
several tracts of land. In 1650, Thomas Youell, Ann Sr., Ann j r., Thomas and William are listed 
with Headrights on the land patented by J ohn Hallowes, Gentleman, of Northumberland County; 
and the same Youell family was listed in the Headrights of Westmoreland County with Thomas 
Hobkins of Lancaster County, Virginia. Thomas Youell served as a J ustice of Westmoreland 
County, Virginia. 

He married Ann Sturman, daughter of Thomas Sturman who also came to America to work on 
Kent Island for William Claiborne. 

Thomas Youell died in 1656 and his widow asked the Court of Westmoreland County to allow Mr. 
John Hollowes to appear in court for her. She later married Augustine Hull and her will was 
probated 31 J ul 1671 in Westmoreland County under the name of Ann Hull: 

To daughters Ann, Winifrett and Penelope Hull a bed and what goes with it, wearing clothes each. 
To son Thomas Ewell my biggest brass kettle; to son Richard Ewell one great iron pott; grand 
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daughters Anne, Winifrett and Penelope Ewell tobacco to buy one cow and calf each. Witnesses: 
J ospeh E. Smith, J ohn How.

The pedigree of the Lee family is one of the oldest registered in the Herald's College in England, 
covering about seven hundred and fifty years. Beginning with 1559, it was continued in 1584 by 
J ohn Lee of Caton; in 1623, by Sir Humphrey Lee of Langley; in 1623, by Thomas Lee of Caton; 
and lastly, by William Blackstone Lee. 

There are twelve branches of this England family, and there has been some discussion among 
biographers of the Virginia branches as to which of these families belong Colonel Richard Lee, 
the Virginia immigrant. William Lee of Stratford House, great grandson of Colonel Richard, claims 
the Lees of Shorpshire, who were Knighted. Colonel Richard Lee's descentas follows was tested 
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by an officer of the College of Arms: 

LANCELOT, the founder of the Lee family was originally from France, and wentto England with 
William The Conqueror in 1066. After the Battle of Hastings of that year, a fine estate in Essex was 
bestowed upon him. 

LIONEL, raised a company of Cavaliers and went with Richard Coeurde Lion (the lion hearted) in 
the third crusade, 1192. For gallant conduct atthe siege of Acre, he was made First Earl of 
Litchfield, and another estate was bestowed upon him: "Ditchley." The armour worn by Lionel Lee 
was placed in the Moore Armory in the Tower of London. 

RICHARD LEE, accompanied the Earl of Surrey in his expedition againstthe Scotch in 1542. Two 
of the family were Knights Companions of the Garter, and their banners surmounted by the Lee 
arms were placed in St. George's Chapel, Windsor. 

Colonel RICHARD LEE, a younger son of the house of Litchfield emigrated to America in 1641. 
Upon his first visit to Virginia he made a large settlement of 1,000 acres in York County, Virginia in 
1642 and named it "Paradise." This tract was later willed to his second son, Richard Lee. His will, 
made in 1664, lists his children as J ohn, Richard, Hancock, William, Betsy, Anne, and Charles. 
The homestead in Northumberland County, Virginia, was called "Dividing Creek." 

Richard Lee, the immigrant to Virginia, was born ca 1597 and came to America in 1640 in the 
ship Alexander." He was a staunch supporter of Charles I; and, acting as secretary to Sir William 
Berkeley, the Virginia Governor, helped to keep Virginia loyal to the Stuarts. 

Richard Lee was a clerk of the Council in 1642, Attorney General in 1643, Burgess for York County 
in 1647, Burgess of Northumberland County in 1651, member of the Council in 1663, Secretary of 
the Colony in 1651, 1659-1663, and a Colonel of Militia in 1651. He was a magistrate, planter and 
merchant of great wealth. 

His land holdings were extensive. His first platation was on the York River near Poropotank Creek 
which he gave to his servants when he returned to England for the purpose of educating his 
children. When he returned to Virginia, he owned land at Dividing Creeks in Northumberland 
County. He also owned an estate in Stratford-Langdon, County Essex, England, which he ordered 
sold at his death and the profits given to his heirs as he wanted his children educated in England 
but making their homes in Virginia. 

The following are excerts from manuscripts written by J ohn Gibbon atthe time: 

I speak of my going to Virginia: Colonell Lee had a fair estate in Virginia. The product of his 

tobacco amounted to 2000 pounds per annum. He was willing to end his days in England, and 
send over one to reside as general Inspectour and Overseer to his several platations. I was 
recommended to him as a fittand trusty person... I accepted of Colonell Lee's proffer. We arrived 
in Virginia on the last of October 1659, and on Nov 2nd came to the Colonell's House at Dividing 
Creeks. Before he could settle things for his finall departure and settling in England, we had news 
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from New England of the King's Retaliation; the Colonell was willing to hasten for England, and I 

as willing as hee Wee arrived at Margate in Kent, Friday 22 March 1660/1, My leaving Virginia I 

have sorely since repented. Hee made me generous proffers of marriage and offered me 3,000 
acres of ground. 

and another excerpt: 

A great part of Anno 1659 till February the year following, I lived in Virginia being most hospitably 
entertained by the Honourable Colonel Richard Lee, sometime Secretary of State there; and who 
after the King's martyrdom, hired a Dutch Vessel, freighted her himself, went to Brussels, 
surrendered up SirWilliam Barcklaies old commission (forthe Government of that Province) and 
received a new one from his present Majesty (a loyal action, and deserving every 

commemoration). Neither will I omit his Arms, being Gul, a fes chequy Or, Bl. between eight Billets 
Arg. being descended from the Lees of Shropshire (who sometimes bore eight Billets, sometimes 
ten, and sometimes the Fesse Countercompose (as I have seen by our Office Records.) 

Richard Lee was married to Ann Constable. His will was made while he was in England; he died 
20 April 1664 after returning to Virginia. He devised his estate to his three older sons, J ohn, 
Richard and Francis, thousands of acres on the Potomac to his wife and five younger children: 
William, Hancock, Betsy, Ann and Charles. He left several princely estates: Cobbs' Hall, Mount 
Pleasant, Ditchley, Lee Manor, and his Stratford lands among them, all named after seats of the 
Lee Family of England.

Thomas Sturman was another one of our immigrant ancestors who came to America to work for 
William Claiborne and Cloberry Company on Kent Island in the Chesapeake Bay. He was born in 
England in 1584 and came to America on the ship "Sarah Elizabeth" in 1634. 

He served in the Maryland House of Burgess from St. Michael Hundred in 1638. When Lord 
Baltimore took Kent Island by force in 1640, Thomas Sturman, his wife, Ann, and their family fled to 
St. Mary's (St. Marie's) Maryland. He served in the House of Burgess for St. Mary's in 1642 and 
1649. A Maryland record shows that Burgess Thomas Sturman of St. Mary's Collected 1,050 
pounds of tobacco for twenty-one days of expense. 

In 1645, Thomas Sturman with his son, J ohn, and son-in-law, Thomas Youell, joined Richard 
Ingle in a revolt against the Catholic Leonard Calvert and Lord Baltimore. Subsequently, they were 
forced to flee to Virginia. They were Protestants and made nightly raids across the Potomac 
causing damage to the homes and lands of the Catholics. Consequently their Maryland property 
was conficated and they were condemned as rebels with aprice on their heads. 

After the upsurge, Maryland decreed amnesty to those who should sue for pardon, and Thomas 
and J ohn Sturman accepted and made their oaths of allegiance to Maryland. They left Maryland, 
however, about 1650 and settled in Westmoreland County, Virginia, where Thomas was listed as a 
cooper. He died in Westmoreland County about 1654. His wife, Ann's will was also probated in 
1654 and included the following: 

To son J ohn, two cows and one bull, all the hogs "that be at Maryland" except one sow to "my 
grandchilde Thomas Youelle." Other personal property to son J ohn, also half of the rights of land 
due in maryland, the other half of the rights to son, Richard. 

To grandchild, J ohn Sturman, a yearling. 

To Ann Youel, cattle, "my hatt, my bodies and my red coat, my best stockings and my new pare of 
sheads." 

To my daughter, E lizabeth Hardich, cattle, "my best petticoate and two wastecoates belonging to 
it." 

Weaving linen to be divided between daughters Ann Youele and Elizabeth Hardich "excepting a 
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white petticote and white wastcoate which I give to my grandchilde Ann Youel." 
To grandchilde Winefride, a yearling. 
To granchild little Betty Hardich, a yearling. 

To my son, Richard, cattle at Nominy. All two bills, one from J ohn Wood and the other from "olde 
goodman Tasker," a servant man, crops, goods in the house, etc.

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A Little Something About Your Author

At the age of 19, Tom Pratt embarked on a 
career in law enforcement. This experience gave him 
training in detective and investigative skills. Little did 
Mr. Pratt know, how useful these skills would be in the 
field of genealogy.

One of Mr. Pratt's favorite sections of the course is teaching 
researchers "how to stop" researching and compile their information for publication. 

Upon completion of the educational courses from the G enealoqical I nstitute , the 
graduate is awarded the M aster A ccreditation of the G enealogical I nstitute. (M .A.G.I.) 

This designation is eguivalent to a Doctorate Degree and signifies the recipient has 
been trained and demonstrated superior research technigues.
